time  when  the  petition  of  the  Elevated  Railway 
Company  was  before  the  Council,  and  surely  when 
we  held  the  two  hearings  upon  the  new  petition, 
we  considered  the  matter,  and  considered  it  prop- 
erly and  well,  with  due  regard  to  the  interests 
not  only  of  the  Boston  Elevated,  the  Boston 
and  Northern  Street  Railway  Company  and  the 
Old  Colony  Street  Railway  Company,  but  with  due 
regard  to  the  interests  of  the  people  of  Boston, 
whose  servants  we  are. 

Coun.  HALE — Mr.  President,  might  I ask  the 
gentleman  a question,  if  he  will  yield? 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  I do  not 
desire  to  yield  at  this  time.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee to-day  heard  the  ma,tter  of  this  petition,  and 
I,  as  chairman  of  the  committee,  recognized  the 
gentleman  and  gave  him  all  the  time  he  desired  to 
present  before  your  committee  the  statement  that 
he  had  typewritten  in  regard  to  the  regulations  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  and  the 
members  of  the  Council,  in  my  opinion,  were  willing 
to  give  him  all  the  time  he  desired  to  present  the 
matter  before  the  Executive  Committee.  I don’t 
believe  there  has  been  any  shirking  on  the  part  of 
the  members  of  the  Council.  We  all  agree  that  it 
is  an  important  matter.  We  are  doing  our  duty  as 
citizens,  we  are  doing  our  duty  as  servants  of  the 
people — not  as  servants  of  any  particular  corpora- 
tion or  body  of  men,  but  of  the  people  as  a whole. 
The  Executive  Committee  of  last  year,  of  which 
Matthew  Hale  was  chairman,  considered  the 
matter  and  made  a report.  I am  going  to  quote 
from  that  report,  beginning  on  page  2 of  Document 
137  of  last  year,  which  was  the  report  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  on  petition  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company,  lessee,  for  permission  to  operate 
as  a common  carrier  of  express  matter,  freight,  and 
so  forth.  That  committee  stated: 

“The  improvement  of  passenger  service  is  a 
problem  of  exceeding  difficulty  for  any  city;  the 
difficulty  is  an  extraordinary  one  in  the  case  of 
Boston  because  of  the  physical  conditions  existing. 
Most  of  the  travel  between  Boston’s  outlying 
cities  and  towns  runs  north  and  south,  and  much  of 
it  must  pass  under,  over  or  on  the  streets  running 
north  and  south  lying  between  the  water  front  and 
the  Charles  River  Basin.  These  streets  are  already 
taxed  almost  to  the  limit  of  their  surface  capacity, 
and  it  would  seem  that  the  improvement  of  the 
passenger  service  can  be  brought  about  not  by  the 
addition  of  more  trolley  cars  on  the  surface  but 
by  the  construction  of  additional  subways  and 
tunnels  beneath  the  surface. 

“ This  reasoning  is  made  clearer  when  the  relation 
of  the  steam  railroads  to  the  metropolitan  district 
passenger  traffic  is  taken  into  consideration.  It  is 
well  known  that  the  steam  railroads  cannot  suc- 
cessfully compete  with  the  trolley  lines  for  the 
passenger  traffic  of  the  metropolitan  district.  The 
principal  reasons  are  relatively  low  cost  of  operation 
by  trolley  in  short  distance  passenger  service  as 
compared  with  the  steam  railroad  cost,  and  the 
large  terminal  charges  which  the  steam  railroads 
have  to  pay  but  which  the  trolley  lines  are  not 
required  to  meet.  It  is  sufficient  to  point  out  the 
fact  that  the  proportion  of  the  entire  number  of 
passengers  carried  in  the  metropolitan  district  has 
been  increasing  in  the  case  of  trolley  lines  far  more 
than  in  the  case  of  steam  railroads.  In  the  last 
ten  years  the  increase  in  the  number  of  passengers 
carried  by  trolley  lines  in  the  state  is  at  least 
double  the  increase  in  the  number  of  passengers 
carried  by  the  steam  railroads  in  the  state;  and 
the  increase  in  the  metropolitan  district  must  have 
been  considerably  more  than  twice  as  great  in  the 
case  of  trolley  lines  as  in  the  case  of  steam  railroads. 
It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  this  community  must 
depend  largely  upon  the  street  railways  for  improve- 
ments in  the  passenger  service. 

“ The  difficulties  which  the  street  railways  will 
have  to  meet  in  the  near  future  in  providing  for  the 
increased  passenger  traffic  are  enormous.  The 
difficulty  which  exists  on  account  of  the  physical 
limitations  in  the  City  of  Boston  will  be  multiplied 
as  the  population  increases.  The  population  in  the 
metropolitan  district  increased  in  the  fifteen  years 
from  1890  to  1905  over  40  per  cent,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  in  the  fifteen-year  period  ending  in 
1920  the  increase  will  have  been  more  than  40  per 
cent.  It  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  population  of 
the  metropolitan  district  by  1935,  twenty-five  years 
from  the  present  time,  will  be  at  least  three  millions. 
In  other  words,  in  twenty-five  years  the  difficulties 
in  passenger  service  in  this  district  will  be  twice  as 
great  as  they  are  now,  unless  improvements  are 
made  on  a scale  of  great  magnitude,  including  the 
construction  of  additional  tunnels  and  subways.

granting  of  trolley  freight  privileges  on  such  streets 
that  would  be  commensurate  with  the  loss  caused 
by  the  disturbance  to  passenger  traffic.” 

That  is  under  date  of  October  21,  1910,  and  is 
signed  for  the  committee  by  Matthew  Hale,  chair- 
man. Mr.  President,  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
Boston  which  lie  between  the  water  front  and  the 
Charles  River  Basin  should  not,  in  my  opinion,  be 
subjected  to  the  additional  burden  of  freight  carry- 
ing cars.  In  my  opinion  it  would  at  best  be  a 
dangerous  experiment. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  Chairman,  may  I ask  the 
gentleman  a question? 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — I refuse  to  yield,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. It  would  at  best  be  a dangerous  experiment, 
and  once  given  a foothold  it  would  be  necessary  to 
look  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  for 
concurrence  before  the  City  Council  could  by  its 
orders  enforce  or  compel  a discontinuance  of  such 
use  of  the  streets.  Under  all  the  circumstances, 
it  has  seemed  to  me  the  duty  of  the  City  Council, 
safeguarding  the  interests  of  the  people  and  the  city, 


Coun.  ATTRIDGE— If  I can. 

Coun.  HALE — Would  you  mind  stating  to  me 
briefly  the  restrictions  proposed  by  the  Elevated, 
the  restrictions  proposed  by  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  the  restrictions  proposed  by  Mr.  Smith, 
in  this  matter? 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — I cannot  at  this  time. 

Coun.  HALE — You  cannot? 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— No. 


Coun.  HALE — Mr.  President,  I would  like  to 
say  in  this  matter  that  I wish  to  protest  very 
strongly  against  the  action,  or  rather  the  attitude, 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  I,  like  Coun.  Smith, 
have  not  definitely  made  up  my  mind  what  restric- 
tions ought  to  have  been  imposed  on  this,  or 
whether  the  thing  should  have  been  granted  with 
any  restrictions.  I think  probably  with  proper . 
restrictions  it  should  be  granted;  but  I do  protest 
very  strongly  against  the  way  we  have  gone  at  this 
whole  question.  We  have  heard  a great  deal  about 
graft  and  reform,  and  all  that  sort  of  thing,  and  this 
Board  is  supposed  to  be  a reform  Board.  Every- 
body knows  that  the  most  important  political  ques- 
tion in  the  United  States  to-day  is  the  relation  of 
public  service  corporations  with  public  bodies,  and 
we  cannot  expect  fair  dealing  from  public  service 
corporations,  where  most  of  the  corruption  in  poli- 
tics has  come  from,  unless  public  bodies  give  them 
a square  deal.  I don’t  think  our  attitude  on  this 
question  has  been  a square  deal.  I am  not  advo- 
cating now  the  passage  of  this  particular  thing  or 
the  refusal  of  this  particular  thing.  I am  advocat- 
ing and  looking  into  this  question  on  its  merits, 
studying  the  way' the  problem  has  worked  out  in 
other  cities,  and  trying  to  make  an  investigation  of 
possible  restrictions.  The  chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  which  committee  has  had  special 
charge  of  this  matter,  cannot  now  give  even  the 
substance  of  the  restrictions  proposed  by  the  Bos- 
ton Elevated  in  connection  with  this  question, 
which  is  one  of  the  most  important  that  has  ever 
come  before  the  Council.  I think  that  illustrates 
perfectly  clearly  the  fact  that  we  have  not  con- 
sidered this  matter.  Public  hearings  are  not  con- 
sideration of  a matter.  No  Board  of  Directors 
would  ever  think  of  taking  action  simply  on  a pub- 
lic hearing.  They  always  go  into  executive  session 
and  discuss  a matter  pro  and  con,  hearing  argu- 
ments and  getting  statistics  from  both  sides.  1 
don’t  think  we  have  dealt  with  this  problem  at  all 
in  a businesslike  or  broad  manner.  I think  also  we 
have  been  very  unfair  to  the  corporation,  and  I 
think  no  greater  mistake  can  be  made  by  public 
bodies,  and  especially  reform  public  bodies,  than 
refusing  to  give  public  service  corporations  a square 
deal.  We  ask  them  not  to  be  corrupt,  we  ask  them 
to  give  the  public  a square  deal,  and  yet  we  do  not 
give  them  a square  deal.  I,  for  one,  wish  to  protest 
against  the  action  of  the  City  Council  of  Boston  in 
turning  down  this  petition  without  careful  con- 
sideration.

•AUTOMOBILE  TRAFFIC,  COMMON- 
WEALTH AVENUE.

Whereas,  The  present  regulations  governing 
automobile  traffic  on  Commonwealth  avenue, 
between  Arlington  street  and  the  Ericsson  monu- 
ment, cause  the  lives  and  property  of  many  persons

Coun.  McDONALD — Mr.  President,  I don’t 
suppose  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  say  much  on  this 
resolution  and  order,  because  of  the  fact  that 
possibly  every  member  of  the  Council  has  read 
articles  that  have  appeared  in  one  of  our  leading 
papers,  the  Boston  Post,  advocating  a change  in  the 
rules  or  regulations  established  by  the  Park  Com- 
missioners on  Commonwealth  avenue,  between 
Arlington  street  and  the  Ericsson  monument,  a 
little  beyond  Massachusetts  avenue,  between  the 
avenue  and  Charlesgate.  It  seems  that  the  rule 
that  the  Park  Commission  has  established  on 
Commonwealth  avenue  compels  automobiles  to 
keep  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  "left  hand  side  of 
Commonwealth  avenue,  from  Arlington  street  to 
the  Ericsson  monument,  and  then  compels  them  to 
turn  to  the  right,  from  the  Ericsson  monument  to 
Charlesgate,  keeping  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the 
right  hand  side  of  Commonwealth  avenue,  making 
a danger  point  there  that  is  being  objected  to  by 
hundreds  and  hundreds  of  citizens  of  Boston.  The 
Boston  Post  has  been  devoting  two  or  three  columns 
at  least,  and  sometimes  a whole  page,  to  publishing 
protests  of  our  citizens  against  this  danger  point. 
I read  the  other  day  that  an  automobilist  in  trying 
to  turn  out  at  this  point  went  over  the  sidewalk 
and  into  a lawn  and  just  barely  escaped  hitting  a 
woman  who  was  standing  on  her  lawn  in  front  of 
her  house.  I do  not  want  to  take  up  the  time  of 
the  Council  by  reading  some  of  the  protests  that 
have  appeared  in  the  Boston  Post,  but  from  reading 
them  over  it  seems  that  everybody  is  of  the  opinion, 
that  the  opinion  is  unanimous,  that  that  is  a danger 
spot,  and  that  the  rule  should  be  repealed  by  the 
Park  Commission.  I understand  that  the  Park 
Commission  says  that  the  police  ought  to  properly 
police  the  point  and  prevent  the  existing  danger  of 
accidents,  and  the  Park  Commission  say  that  they 
cannot  at  the  present  time  repeal  the  rule  they 
have  made  relative  to  that  point.  I hope  that  this 
Council  will  see  fit  to  pass  this  resolution  and  order, 
and  that  the  Park  Commission  will  at  least  grant  a 
hearing  to  the  remonstrants  and  to  the  people 
who  are  vitally  interested,  with  a view  to  preventing

Coun.  KENNY— Mr.  President,  if,  if,  if!  That 
is  pretty  good  financiering!  “The  School  Board 
may  not  want  the  money  this  year.  If  they  do 
not,  we  will  have  it.”  “ The  Legislature  in  its 
wisdom  may  amend  that  act  so  that  the  city  may 
not  be  called  upon  to  raise  *700,000  for  the  separate 
systems  of  drainage.”  If — it  will  be  all  right,  if! 
As  I say,  Mr.  President,  that  is  mighty  poor 
financiering.  I think  the  gentleman  ought  to 
point  out  wherein  my  figures  are  wrong  before  he 
undertakes  to  criticise  them.  He  takes  the 
Auditor’s  figures  of  a month  ago,  the  first  of  May. 
Of  course  those  figures  are  changing  all  the  time. 
That  is  the  object  of  issuing  monthly  reports. 
The  moneys  that  we  have  voted  this  month  were 
not  subtracted  on  the  first  of  May.  But,  as  I 
say,  let  the  City  Council  proceed  and  vote  away 
the  money  that  it  has  a right  to  borrow  without 
any  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  citizens.  Let 
them  do  it  if  they  want  to  do  it.  Let  the  gentle- 
man take  the  responsibility  for  his  vote;  I will 
take  the  responsibility  for  mine  in  voting  against  it. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  this  is  to  me  a 
most  interesting  debate.  Coun.  Kenny  rose  to  a 
point  of  personal  privilege  and  thereupon  stated 
the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  city  in  detail, — 
which  we  were  all  very  glad  to  hear.  But,  of 
course,  we  realize  Mr.  Kenny’s  personal  view  of 
the  finances  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  if  we  wish 
to  get  a detailed  and  accurate  report  of  the  city’s 
finances,  of  course  we  will  do  as  we  have  always 
done, — go  to  the  City  Auditor.  Following  Mr. 
Kenny’s  statement  of  his  view  of  the  city’s  finances, 
we  are  brought  face  to  face  with  an  appropriation, 
or  rather  a loan,  for  the  much  needed  library  in 
the  North  End.  It  is  interesting  to  go  back  to 
Mr.  Kenny’s  figures,  which  are  personal,  as  I have 
said,  simply  to  find  out  how  Mr.  Kenny  accounts  for 
his  own  votes, — not  to  criticise  the  city’s  finances, 
but  to  find  out  how  he  accounts  for  his  own  votes. 
According  to  his  figures,  if  the  city  goes  ahead 
and  does  the  necessary  things  which  now  seem  to 
be  in  sight,  we  will  be  in  the  hole  over  *800,000. 
Yet  he  has  voted  for  loans  of  *250,000  to-day  for 
three  specific  purposes.  At  the  time  he  did  so, 
as  head  of  the  Finance  Committee,  he  did  not 
enlighten  the  Finance  Committee  as  to  the  finances 
of  the  city.  I presume  that  is  why  he  arose  to-day 
to  a question  of  personal  privilege.  Otherwise  I 
cannot  account  for  his  coming  into  the  Board  at 
this  time  in  this  way.  Mr.  Kenny  had  not  been 
attacked,  I believe,  as  to  the  city’s  finances.  He 
had  nothing  to  vindicate.  He  simply  arose,  I 
suppose,  to  justify  his  vote  on  these  three  loan 
items  for  which  he  has  voted  to-day.  It  is  better 
that  we  have  the  figures  that  Mr.  Kenny  believes 
represents  the  city’s  financial  condition  now  than 
not  at  all,  but  it  would  have  been  much  better  to 
have  had  them  at  the  time  the  Finance  Committee 
met.  It  would  also  have  been  much  better  to 
have  had  a discussion  as  to  whether  we  could 
afford  each  one  of  those  three  items  at  that  time. 
It  is  a fact  that  one  of  those  three  items  was  not 
considered  at  all  up  to  the  date  of  that  meeting. 
In  no  way  was  that  brought  before  this  Board; 
in  no  way  had  it  been  discussed  in  the  public  press 
or  generally.  It  was  sprung  in  that  meeting  and 
it  was  rushed  through  that  meeting  with  the 
evident  understanding  of  certain  members  there. 
It  was  not  debated  on  its  merits  in  competition 
with  other  necessary  local  improvements. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I would  like 
to  interrupt  the  member.

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Coun.  CURLEY — Mr.  President,  I simply  want 
to  say  a word  in  this  connection, — that  the  present 
system  of  charges  bears  rather  heavily  on  those 
who  can  least  afford  to  meet  these  charges.  The 
rates  established  by  the  city  for  water  for  each  100 
cubic  feet,  not  over  20,000  feet,  is  14  cents  per  100, 
cubic  feet;  over  20,000  and  up  to  40,000,  13  cents; 
over  40,000  and  up  to  a million,  12  cents;  over  a 
million,  8 cents.  In  the  aggregate  the  small  house- 
holders' use  a quantity  in  the  course  of  the  year 
greater  than  is  used  by  those  few  concerns  in  the 
city  that  have  the  8 cent  rate,  and  if  the  8 cent 
rate  is  all  right  for  the  large  consumers  of  water  it 
is  not  all  wrong  for  those  who  consume  individually 
a less  quantity  of  water.  I am  informed  that  the 
saving  effected  by  the  city  last  year  was  in  excess 
of  a million  dollars  on  the  water  rates,  and  that 
saving  was  largely  due  to  the  excess  price  paid  by 
the  small  property  owners,  the  owners  of  single 


family  dwelling  houses  or  three-flat  houses.  I 
believe  that  a more  equitable  system  of  charges 
might  be  devised  without  injury  to  the  large 
consumers,  certainly  with  relief  to  the  small 
consumers  and  with  no  great  injury  to  the  city 
itself.  I trust  that  the  order  will  pass. 

The  order  was  passed.
